m any way detracting from the honor of 
the other commands thit may not h.uo 
met with such terrible losses, yet did

Glorious Gettysburg 


The battle on tbe first day w is iemaik- 


able, not only for the acts of great per- 
sonal oouiage, but also for the most he- 
roic fighting on the part of organiza- 
tions. The ]47th New York was the 
first regiment to make the gieat record 
at Gettysburg. Going into position on 
tbe right of Cutler's Brigade, ind be 
coming hotly engaged in the very begin- 
ning of the light, Lieutenant Colonel F. 
C. Miller, its commander, fell almost at 
tbe first fire, shot In the head 
Major 


George Harney then commanded 
The 


regiment fought tbe 42od Mississippi, 
and whan tbe position became untenable 
and Ibe bugade was oidered to tbe rear, 
tbe command to retreat wag not received 
by tbe 147th until tbe other regiments of 
the brigade bad gone 
The 147th then 


stood alone, and not only fought tbe reg- 
iment in its front, but was exposed to 
the fire of tbe 2nd Mississippi and the 
B5th North Carolina on tbe right Hank 
The fight was close and deadly, but Har 
ney and bis men stood up to the work 
until tbe orders reached them to retreat, 
which they did In good order, with colors 
flying. Toe loss of* officers and men was 
appalling, but hardly had the splendid 
organization reached the new position 
than it became engaged In resisting the 
attack of Ewell's Corps and assisted In 
capturing a part ot Iverson's Brigade 
But the 147th was not yet leady to rest; 
ou the evening of tbe second day it was 
rushed over to Culp's Hill to reinforce 
Green's Brigade, and until long after 
dark fougbt in tbe dense woods among 
rocks and fallen timber, locating the en- 
emy by the tongues of fire tbat leaped 
from their muskets 
This regiment was 


recruited in Ojwego county, NeWYork, 
and it left tbe great record on Gettys. 
burg's field of sixty (60) per cent, killed 
and wounded, more than 20 per cent, be- 
ing killed outright. 


Tbe Terrible Ordeal of tbe Iron Brigade 


As the 147th New York was making 


its glorious record, the Iron Brigade 
swept forward and entered the woods 
just as Reynolds was being carried to the 
rear dead. Tbe West bad in that line its 
noblest sons, there to defend and to 
crimson the soil of our State with tbeir 
blood, and what a light they made on

And how did thu'Mti Micfilgiin fight?

Patnck Maloney, seizing the General by 
the throat, commanding, "Right about

Tbere the well dressed line waited in the 
forest during the Ion? afternoon, repuls

Colonel Henry A Morrow, Lieutenant 
Colonel Flanagan, tbe adjutant, ani al- 
most every officer who was not killed 
outright was severely wounded, twenty 
two being killed and wounded out of 
twenty eight Captains Speed indO Don 
nell and Lieutenants Wallace, bafford, 
Grace, Humphrey vtlle, Dickey and bbat 
tuck were dead upon the field 
Seven 


color bearers were shot down under the 
flag, four of them, Abel Pack, Charles 
Ballou, August Ei nest and Wm Kelly, 
lying dead almost side by side, while 
eveiy one ot tbe color guard was dead 01 
wounded.

Corporal Andrew 


Wagner was severely wounded and the 
colors fell, Colonel Jfonow ran foiward 
and raised them Puvate Kelly rin up 
and sie/ed the staff, saying, 'The Colonel 
ot the Twenty-fourth shall never carry 
the flag while I am alive " He wa° 
killed instantly Still another brave soul 
raised the (lag, only to fall. Again Col- 
onel Morrow grasped the Starry Banner, 
and, while waving it aloft, he, too, tell 
terribly wounded. No falling back was 
thought ot until ordered to letreat, and 
then tbe lUg was dragged by fotce from 
the hands of a mortally wounded eoldiet, 
who with a last explung effort, tried to 
raise it from the ground, but tell back 
only to die Splendid Michigan, youi sons 
have done you great honor! 


The 19th Indiana, Colonel S J Wil- 


liams commanding, went into action m 
Hue with the 24th Michigan, crossing 
Willoughby Run m the first rush and 
charge of the day, and flanking Archei's 
Confederates, doing 'ts full share in tbe 
capture of that command. In the aftei- 
noon it held the leftr flank of the Iron 
Brigade, meeting and lepellmg clurg« 
after charge of the enemy 
Tbe fire of 


tbe regiment was so deadly tbat Cor one 
hour after the line of tbe enemy had ad- 
vanced to tbe attack not a live Confed- 
erate succeeded in ciossmg tbe stream 
When the command was I'm illy with- 
drawn with the remainder of the brigade, 
56 per cent, of those who held tbe line 
were dead and wounded. 


Roy Stone's Brigade Went "to Stay" anil 


Fitly Par Cent Stayed. 


About 11 o'clock the bead of Roy 


Stone's brigade arrived on the field, and 
waa placed by General Boubleday on tbe 
left of the Chambereburg pike, the left 
of tbe line resting near the right ot tbe 
lion Brigade. Shells were flying as the 
Pennsylvanians moved into position,and 
U -was a hot place to form 
Stripping 


for the fiay and uoslinging knapsacks, 
the men called out, "We have come to 
stay." Wben evening came fully 50 per 
cent, of the gallant brigade remained on 
tbe fatal ridge Stone's brigade heM the 
key to the first day's fight, and every man 
aeemed to realize the importance of hold- 
ing out to the last. Although some two 
hours elapsed from the time tha brigade 
arrived until the fiiat serious attack of 
tbe Confederate infantry, it was any- 
thing but an interval of peace. Exposed 
and in full view of the enemy, tbe line 
waa pounded by batteries from the dis- 
tant lulls, both north and west, and many 


try beyond was in clear view, and every 
man saw for himself what was coming— 
tlie Confederates, in a continuous double 
line of deployed battalions, with otbei 
battalions en masse in reserve 
To 


meet this tremendous onslaught stood 
one tlun linn, and not u man In reserve.

The School Teachors and the Pupils 


Lieutenant Colonel George F. McFar- 


land, who commanded the 151at Penn- 
sylvania on the first day's flglit, was Ibe 
Principal of the McAlister Academy, in 
Juniata county, of our State. He was 
an exceedingly calm, brave man, and 
while awaiting tbe infantry attack quiet- 
ly sat on the ground taking notes, while 
the shells were flying in all directions. 
He was terribly wounded and tost a leg. 
Tbe regiment was unique in many par- 
ticulars. McFarlaud, a school principal, 
In command, with 100 school teachers 
inarching and lighting in the ranks. Tbe 
whole of Company D was composed ot 
scholars aud school boys from McFar- 
land's Academy. The regiment fought 
the 2Gth Korth Carolina, which com- 
mand lost, in the morning's encounter 
with tbe 151st, 538 men and oihcers out 
of 800, one company having 82 killed 
and wounded out of 83. Tbe 151st had 
11 oflicera killed anil wounded, and was 
the last regiment to leave tbe line wben 
retreat was ordered. Tbe Confederate 
General, Hetb, said tbat "tbe dead of 
tbe 151st marked the line ot battle with 
tbe accuracy of a 'dress parade.' " Ou 
tbat day Pennsylvania's teachers and 
schoolboys left a rich legacy to others 
who come after them.

own native land 


The Second Day at Gettysburg 


July 2, 1863 —The second day it Gel 


tysburg was quite as prolific in the piling 
up of great losses as the first day—noble 
deeds and splendid lighting on every part 
of tbe field. Mo sooner had Longstrpet 
swpptdpwn ou tbe Third. Corps than

hour 224 of them hid been killed or

In justice to the 
men who com posed those armies m ,us- 
tice to their children should not more 
recognition be given to the glowing hie 
tor)' What a page of our country's hie 
lory it is, but bow few have read it. Our 
school books are silent on tbe subject and 
our children never bear it mentioned 
What a etorv for tbe children of Miune 
sola would be "The First at Gettysburg," 
or for those of Michigan, tbe thrilling tuie 
of thi" Twenty fourth 
How tbe coining 


generations m our own State would de 
light to read of Hoy Stone's Brigade or 
tlie 151et Pennsylvania, with its 100 school 
teachers aud their young scholars and the 
tight tbey made But they never hear of 
these things 
I question whether there 


are a dozen school children in Mmnepota 
who ever heard of their fathers at Getty«- 
burg. It IB doubtful if then-IB a lim in 
any text book of the pub'ic schools of any 
State keeping alivo these memories 
Our 


children come home and tell us -vonderlnl 
tales of heroism m tbe history 01 old 
Greece and Rome, and of campaigns m 
Europe 
They speak of Thermopylae and 


Marathon, aad they have "The Charge of 
the Light Brigade" at Balaklava on tbe 
end of their tongues, but ot their own

40tli anniversary of whicb we celebrate. 
It is not one of tbe Kreatest on thia con- 
tinent or oi the world. It ia tbe greatest 
battle of human aoula that WHS ever 
fought, the greatest three days' battle of 
which any record has been kept. Fa- 


• miliarity lias the tendency to dwarf our 


conception of t,be fitr.at but at thia time 
it is litting to humbly let the truth alnk 
with all significance into the soul, tbat 
the battle of Gettysburg wns the great- 
est battle the world has ever witnessed. 


What makes ita greatness? it was 


the greatest in heroic- strife. 
Anglo- 


Saxon waa matched against Anglo-Sax- 
on, tbe best blood in the world. It was 
great in that dogged li^bf. with which 
8000 men of the 1st and llth cotpj held 
at b»y live timea their number, yea ten 
times, for more than aix hours, from ten 
to 4 o'clock on the tirst day. 
It Wiis 


great in tbat furieus flglit of the second 
day, when, the Wheat F:eld was a whirl- 
pool of blood and the Valley of Death 
rightfully named, whan Longstreet fail- 
ed to crush our left (Unit and capture the 
Hound Tops. It was great in that aw- 
ful struggle on Uulp's Hill during the 
night of the second day, marking a fail- 
ure to turn our left tlauk and take tbut 
hill. It was great in the four hour's 
cavalry fi jut on the third day, the great- 
eat in history. It was great in that aw- 
ful cauuoaada upon our centre on the 
third day and iu the magnificent charge 
of i'.ckett'i men which followed. All 
these great struggles of Titan's made of 
ttie battle a unit of greatness of heroic 
strife. 


It was greatest in the sacrifice of 


human life. The recoids as given by 
Col. Mulbolland show an enormous loss 
of gallant souls iu the awful atruggles 
here. It was an unprecedented percent- 
age of loss, nothing to compare with it 
in the wars of tba old world or in ;my of 
our own. Ut givea the loss on the Unior. 
side and tbe losses of thosa who opposed 
them iu battle equalled them. The 26th 
N. C. Itagt., which waithe eantre of the 
line that mat the onslaught ot the Irou 
Brigade on tbe first day lost iu killed aud 
wounded, 588, a percentage of loss of 
over 73 per cent. In oue company of 84, 
overy oltiear and man was hit ;ind the 
orderly who m.ida out tliu list, did it 
with a bullet through each !eg.

aaid to have been the largest organiza- 
tion losa on either aide during the war. 
It ia referred to now in comparison of 
the losses spoken of by Col. MulholUnd 
to bring to memory the fast that on both 
aides the human sacrifice was greatest. 


It was greatest in its destinies. 
If 


IIiSl had followed up his victory of the 
first day and taken the heights south of 
town, occupied by Hanoock Liter in the 
night. If Longstreet bad succeeded in 
crushing tbe 3id corps on tl;o left flank 
with tbe forces that came to ita relief 
and taken the Round Tops. If Gordon 
bad taken Gulp's Hill from Slocum and 
pushed on itud attacked our centre in the 
rear> If Jab.

We only ta'te excep- 
tion to the license which tbe poet took in 
bis telling at the expense of every other 
mortal in the town, apeaking of bia hero 
as "the only man who didn't br,ck down."

Every hero ia to bo respected upon his 
own intrinsic merits aud there is honor 
enough for John Burns without any reflec- 
tion upon those who weie his neighbers.

Though hia statue will only be dedicated 


today, forty years after the battle, on tha 
front akirmiah Union line near Keynold's 
woods, yet hia epitaph waa written in hie 
country's history a few days after the bat- 
tle when Uen.

Gdii. Doubleday 


has his age a little more than would ap- 
pear at the time of the battle. 
Ai, his 


death nine years after the battle, his age 
was givuu as seventy-aix so that to be ac- 
curate ha waa sixty-aeveo when he shoul- 
dered bia musket and fought the enemy 
on the akirinisb line. The death of hie 
wife preceded 
hid own several years. 


They had no children but had adopted a 
daughter who is referred to ia his will. 
After the battle, when il became known 
that ha was without means, this fact 
brought him many contributions, lie 
died February 4, 1ST2 aud waa buried in 
the Evergreen Cemetery with the honors 
of war, the Gettysburg Zauaves officiating. 
Hia will was probated February 7, 1872, 
by which he bequeathed $800 to Mary 
Jane Wilson, daughter of his adopted 
daughter Martha and the balance of bis 
estate waa given to the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, of Gettysburg. The estate 
paid the special legacy and there waa a 
little over $200 to turn over to tha churoli.

Sucli an ovation seldom greets any 


one. 
Groups singing war songs at every 


cornet-; cheers and shouts all along the 
line, and later on in many homes a more 
substantial welcome of such a dinner, one 
of them said, "as mother makes." Allday 
long we listened to the tramp of the sol- 
diers and rested secure at night under 
their protecting care. 
One of these 


same men whose wound, received the 
next day, was attended in our home, re- 
marked, 
thirty years afterward that 


they ii'waytj knew when they crossed 
ttie line :nto Pennsylvania for they were 
met with such kindness; and some nice 
thing provided for them to eat, nearly 
always pies, home um<l« bread with tip- 
pie butter and preserves. 


As the Rebels were in sight, Wednes- 


day morning saw the boys close in camp 
About the middle of Urn forenoon the 
lirst shot heralded the tidings that the 
fight was on. Churches and other pub- 
lic buildings were hurriedly prepared for 
the reception of the wounded. Later on 
ttie itu'abtry began to come in Washing- 
ton St. double quick. Poor fellows they 
were tired,hungry, and thiisty. This time 
they were met. not with songs, but food 
and water. All the bread m the neigh- 
borhood was gathered up. The older 
women cut and apieud it with the re- 
mains of the winter's store of apple but- 
ter and praaarved fruit; then young-ir 
Imn.ti pasand it out, while others still, 
men, women aud children, pasted water 
which the soldiers drank without bait- 
ing and threw the cups back to be re- 
filled for those coming after them. 


After this came tlie Ilight of the dwel- 


lers in the wost of lown seeking safely in 
tueea^tand south. 
Most of them bare 


awa> what in their haste they could 
gather. Oje large b.iskst comes to my 
mind ; it contained a lot of dishes, an.I 
on top were two old (ushiouad bounels. 
As my sister and I stood on the doors'.ep 
picking lint the tlr.it wounded m*u pas- 
sed up toward the C-itholic Ciurcu 
>S}on more meu, wounded in every m in- 
ner, followed birne 0:1 str.'t'jtiers, an.l 
carried in ambulances. 


All stores that could be of any us; 


were brought out by the housekeep its, 
and sent to the hopitals. Man smd wom- 
en did what they could to help. Tueu 
came the re Ire U with its hand to luiui 
battle on our streets. In a u>ht between 
our home and the "Fauvtls Institute'1 
(now Linwood,) tlie rebels took the 
cjlors of the 150 P*. V., (Buckuils.) 
This was witnessed by Mrs. R. It Ey- 
ster, Principal of tbe school, and Mrs. 
Virginia Powers Smith, wiio stood at 
their doors. These colors wore sent t,o 
Jefferson DAVIS as a rolic, and when he 
was captured were found in that famous 
trunk of his, sent to Washington and 
are now in the rtt.iila-llju.-ij at HUTU 
bur£ having baen given to the siate of 
Pennsylvania by the Government, after 
the war. 


A few minutes after the (Ug w.is tikeii 


while my sister still stood at the door, 
she beard the shriek of a shell. In tiie 
street two horses in a caisson were be- 
ms driven furiously by au artilleryman 
past tier, whila close to tha pavement on 
tlia other aide, a raajaenger w*n riding 
aniftly. The shall exploded ; a piem 
struck the messenger killing him In- 
stantly by taking off tbe top of his he ij, 
another piece killed one of the horses In 
the caisson. Quick as thought the ai-

brought iu who seemed so old beside the 
other boys that \vo imuiodiately called 
him grandpa, lie had such faith in the 
courage of our boys, and such trust in the 
ultimate triumph of tlie Union that he 
was a tower of strength to all in the 
house. His "na tear nmn" to father 
lieaitued us nil. 


Mother had aomn chlckeua which, dia- 


dniiiing Ill's hot chicked house, piei'er- 
red listing among the cool leaves on the 
branches of th" peach tiees. In the twi- 
light their restless movements attracted 
tlm attention of a couple in' the enemy 
nt tiie vuill near-by. As fotraging is 
part of the soldier's traile they started 
for the tiee. Mother said, "girls they 
ai'6 after my chickens." Followed by 
my shte,r she went through an opposite 
door, and met them pleasantly. 
Will 


you be kind enough to take down those 
chickens for mo? I need them for the 
wounded. Thoy very kindly did us rt- 
quested. 


lu the y,ird near the kitchen door wus 


a never failing well of cool water, and 
many u rofreu'iinir drink the boys of 
both armies took from it. But one pirty 
of rebels seemed to want to pump it dry. 
Mother took :i vessel in whicli they 
might fill canteens and put it under the 
pump remarking. "B^ys I would not 
waste the wator, wo do not known now 
long this may last and all of us may 
need it.1' One looked up, saying pertly. 
'•If you say much old lady we will take 
yoar well up." 
She walked away, with 


the dry remark. "Well, it be the last 
you will ever take up." 
This was the 


only unkind remark heard mound our 
home from all the southerners who 
were about us. 


The dawn of Thursday aaw a renewal of 


the engagement, the booming of the can- 
non was terrific ; nolid shot; aud shell flew 
screeching over our ueada in both direc- 
tions by thousands. The earth rocked. 
The rattle of the muskets :md the "zip" 
of the minuie ball could be heard in tbe 
lulls of tbe cannonading. 
How the town 


escaped destruction is a matter of amaze- 
ment. 


Father and mother went west of town 


ou the flat to hunt my brother-in-law, 
who had gone to his botna on McMillan's 
lane and had not returned. Aa be had 
been taken with our army in the retreat, 
they did not find him, but they [nund 
scorea ot wounded, needing help. From 
four o'clock in tiia morning till nine, 
through the heaviest of the firing, they 
carried wuter and gave it to the thiraty 
boye, eaaing them by putting bundles ot 
hay under their headd, doing all poaeible 
under the circumstances (or their com- 
fort. 


When mother raised ono 
mortally 


wounded by a saber cut across hia face, be 
said, "Angel hands," and died. They 
were told repeatedly to leave tlie field, but 
did not cornu away, until ;ho threat to 
take Father prisoner drove them in. 


From tbe man who died iu her hands 


Mother took bia watch and some papers, 
which she thought might give a clue to 
hia identity; thepapers were blank and the 
watch a cherished relic. 


With hearts and hands full the rest of 


Thursday and the whole of Friday paaaed. I 


On Saturday morning Dr. James Fulton I 


came into Ibe room where we were attend- 
ing the wounded, and told us to come out 
aud aiog the "Star Spangled Banner," for 
the Rebels had gone. Sure enough when 
we went to the door, the last gray-coat 
wan seen going out al the end of the street. 
With thankful hearta, yet too sad to eing 
we hurried back to tbe rest with t!,e glad 
n6*VB. 


'I scarcely know haw to begin; ao many 
t t.hings h»ve happened, and in so short a 
| tune, that I hava.jotl.en thinss confused. 


'< It seems more like a dream that, reality.

We iliil not stay ou the root 


limp; found the conle&t was goinp; to be 
of a more serious nature'than we at lirst 
supposed. 


Wo hail boon downstairs but a few 


nunu'es when we saw nn r fiber dash up 
street and order a ambulance to cany 
wounded Irjm the field; next came a 
soldier woundpJ in the arm aud then an 
illberim ! own-back, wounded in the 
head; he had no tat on; his head was 
tied up, and the bit oil was just stream- 
ing down his neck. I t h t n went over 
to W's to help lo loll uundaijts. We 
hail not rolled many liafore we saw the 
street lilleil with wounded inaii. Men 
wounded iu arms, limbs,'iiud and breast. 
OhI It wits aickuninf,' to dee them and 
lieiu- their uroans.

I never thought"! ould do any- 


thing about a wouiiuf! man, but 1 find 
I have a little more nerve than I thought 
I had.

The tears only came to my eyts once,
